A memorable event oeeurred last Tuesday afternoon, when 


he Daughters of the American Revolution honored the memory 
if a real daughter of the Revolutionary War by placing a bronze 
marker on the headstone-of Paulina Clapp Griswold. She was 
he daughter of Thomas Clapp, who was born in 1744 in Bethel, 
Vermont, and died in 1828. - This patriot belonged to the Ver- 
mont militia, at the outbreak of the Revolution and was one of 
he first to answer the call to arms. He fought in the battle of 
Ticonderoga in 1775. The war records show him to be on the 
ayroll in Vermont .in 1781, in the company of Captain Samuel 
MeLain. He was cited for bravery* 
n giving the alarm at Newberg on 
March 8, 1781. His grave is in the 
'amily burial ground on the old 
lomestead at Eoyalton, Vermont. 


Pauline »Clapp Griswold was born 


u 1809. She became the wife of 
Chester Griswold in 1831. About 
I860 the family migrated-to Wiscon- 
sin and for nearly twenty years pio- 
neered in that state. In 1879 Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Griswold accompanied their 


son, Thomas F., to the San Gabriel 
valley, where one other son, Eugene, 
had preceded them. Of this interest- 
ing family, Thomas P. remains, ac- 
;ively engaged in business affairs at 
the age of 89.

First prize of $75 in tiie Lind-

terest of those who study business 
condition?.

I was amused recently to 
lead that the shoe manufacturers 
plan to urge our people to "wear 
more shoes"; apparently our lives 
have become so luxurious that we 
do not wear out our shoes as fast 
as we should. 


Judge Applcton, vice-president of 


the General Electric company, visited 
in Los Angeles last week and remind- 
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grows wider year after year; that 
there is no apparent limit to the 
sale of labor-saving devices and that 
the constantly advancing standard of 
living will continue to demand a 
greater use of electricity. For ex- 
ample, the recent interest in aviation 
is showing a market for electricity 


that has not existed until recently. 
Generous illumination is required at 
airports. Aerial highways will soon 
be marked by bright beasons and 
many other applications of electri- 
city, such as radio, will accompany 
our advance in flying. 


CONSUMPTION EXPANDS 


In the oil fields the demand for 


power is an increasing one, as the. 
advantages of this silent power are 
becoming recognized. Only last week 
more than,2000 horsepower in motors 
were added to our lines. 


Highway lighting is receiving n 


great deal of attention at present 
and it will not be long until plans 
for the complete Hghjjng of' all our 
major highways are made public. 
These will be welcomed by motorists 
because of the added safety of night 
driving which adequate lighting af- 
fords. 


Looking ahead, I sec nothing but 


increased business for the electrical 
industry and increased prosperity 
for all our territory because electri- 
city has become an indispensable 
factor in our lives—at home, in the 
office, factory and shop—even in our 
piny.

ever, a printed budget.cannot be the foundation for intelli- 
gent criticism, as many of the departmental appropriations 
are to a large degree offset by moneys returning to the 
treasury. 


Nearly thirty-four million dollars as a budget tor a 


single year is quite a wad of money, however, especially 
for a county that fifty years ago was largely a desert. Per- 
haps the best commentary would be that we should be glad 
that we've got the money to spend, but on the other hand, 
it is no doubt more than'a probability that we might profit 
by a rigid tax and expenditure survey to stop the leaks 
and to divert money, in some instances, into channels more 
profitable for progress. 


Newspaper Valuations— 


Los Angeles County's Budget— 


For the fiscal year of 1927-28, the budget prepared by 


the Los Angeles county board of supervisors, under the 
supervision of County Auditor H. A. Payne, which is off 
the press this week, shows that this county is prepared to 
spend $33,913,98i in the period from July first of this year 
to June 30 of next year. This is irrespective of flood con- 
trol expenditures, which are a separate bonding tax upon 
a district slightly smaller than the county itself. 


It is scarcely believable that this huge sum is avail- 


able annually, especially when one reflects upon hte strug- 
gles of past decades, when the county was sparsely settled 
and poorly improved. Today the county contains within,, 
it one of the great and major cities of America, with many 
other cities with more population than some states can 
claim. At the same time, although settling rapidly to all 
points of the compass, the county retains first place in the 
United States in agriculture and fruit raising. 


It is interesting that for general government $8,816,- 


302 is anticipated as the expenditure; it will cost $385,750 
for general supervision through the various activities of 
the board of supervisors; $488,915 to audit all departments; 
$106,440 to operate the treasurer's office; $1,097,720 to 
make up the assessment roll; $455,082 to collect the taxes; 
$481,800 for the district attorney; $120,980 for the county 
counsel; $42,860 for the public defender; $95,285 for the 
civil service commission; $955,229 for the surveyor; $51,070 
for the regional planning commission; $339,780 for regis- 
trar of voters; $234,230 for supervisors to canvass the 
elections;.$551,440 for the county's portion of the munici- 
pal court expense; $109,836 for township justice courts; 
$104,256 for maintenance of muncipal court at Long Beach;

To the newspaper man from the east, the ever-increas- 


ing prices at which California newspapers are being sold 
are a source of constant wonder. Over the nation as a 
whole, mergers are the order of the day. It is authorita- 
tively predicted that there will be one hundred more mer- 
gers of American dailies during the next few months. The 
one-newspaper idea is spreading even to cities of the hun- 
dred thousand poulation class. 


Increasing costs of production tell the story. 
This writer, during fhe past four months, has given 


some study to the newspaper fields, at Santa Monica, San 
Bernardino and Santa Ana. San Bernardino has two news- 
papers controlled by the same interests. 
The other two 


cities have but one newspaper. 


In each of those three cities there are numerous in- 


dividuals who believe their community interests would be 
better served with another newspaper. 


The demand, however, in no one case is based on busi- 


ness judgment or even a faint conception of the cost en- 
tailed today in competing with a newspaper already effi- 
ciently serving its community. 


Political interests in the main stir up the desire for a 


second paper and not the merchants whose advertising pays 
the bills.—Huntlngton Beach News, 


French Tariff 
Walls- 


Some of the big public journals of this country seem to 


be deeply hurt because France is arranging a high tariff 
wall on certain articles and commodities made in the 
United States. A few of these editorial writers are prone 
to translate this contemplated move into an unfriendly act. 


According to one great American political party, the 


thing that has aided most in making America great com- 
mercially has been this country's protective tariff policy. 
This sorrowful attitude toward the French republic has a 
little of the sardonic flavor to it. France would like to do 
what America has done, and for the same reason—to re- 
habilitate its industries. If America can furnish better 
'goods and meet French prices, this country will climb over 
the tariff wall. That is what France has to do in landing 
goods on our shores. There are a flock of old aphorisms 
and saws that come to mind, such as "What's sauce for 
the goose is sauce for the gander," "It's a poor rule that 
won't work both ways," and "It depends altogether 011 
whose ox is gored."

IN HOLY LAND RECALLS 


INCIDENTS OF BIBLE LORE 


Grand Hotel D'Orient, Damascus, .Tews, some from America. Here we 


Syria, Sept. 4, 


Dear Argus: Palestine beckons to 


the Bible 'student as does no other 
country in the world, and he can 
scarce resist becoming a pilgrim to 
its many sacred shrines. All of the 
Holy Land is interesting, for it vi- 
brates at every turn with some sug- 
"gestion or beautiful passage of the 
Bible. 


The Rev. J. Wilson Chapman, D.D., 


says "That man is to be envied who 
still has in prospect a journey to the 
Holy Land, for the Bible has become 
n new book to me," and after seven 
days of strenuous sightseeing i7i the 
land made famous by Him who came 
to save us all, I fully agree with Dr. 
Chapman. 


We left Cairo on tho night train 


for Jerusalem. 
After crossing the 


Suez canal on a ferry boat, past 
many of the New Zion colonies now 
coming to the land of Palestine to 
make a new home, we arrived in the 
Holy City at 9 o 'clock Sunday morn- 
ing. We fought off a small army of 
.porters and hotel runners and jump- 
ed into a carriage for the Grand 
hotel. It is just outside the old 
Joppa gate through which General 
Allenby rode after his bloodless con- 
quest of the Turks during the late 
war, and we are once more on En- 
glish soil, 


Jerusalem was seven times entire- 


ly destroyed by her enemies, and 
now we are in the eighth city that 
has risen from her ashes, and al- 
though ruin has been heaped high 
upon ruin, there is still a melancholy 
grandeur above the city that is hon- 
ored above all others as the capital 
of the religious world that grows on 
you the longer you stay here. 


Most people fail to realize how 


small the country of Palestine is. 
From Jaffa on the Mediterranean sea 
to Jerusalem is only forty miles, and 
the whole country from east to west 
is only 200 miles and about 75 wide 
—not as large as many of our coun- 
ties in America. Yet this, one of 
the smallest of all countries, is the 
country to which Christian, Jew, Bo- 
manist, Greek and Moslem turn with 
adoring devotion ana desire. 


Jaffa, tho port of Jerusalem, is 


hue of the oldest in the world and 
still the most important in Palestine. 
Here is was that Hiram, kirfg of 
Tyre, brought the 'cedars for the 
building of Solomon's temple. 
It 


was hero that old Jonah came to find 
the ship that was to deliver him to 
the belly of the whale, as well as 
the home of Simon the Tanner and 
of Dorcas. 


We mado the trip from Jaffa to 


Jerusalem past the flourishing city 
of Tel-Iviv, a Jow colony of all new 
and modern houses, and some 15,000 


saw new ornngo orchards that looked 
in splendid condition and set with 
heavy crop of fruit, nm! clean and 
free from posts. Irrigation v.'ns by 
pumped water from wells l!0 to 80 
feet deep, with good cement head 
ditches for distributing the water. 
They seem to be making a very 
serious mistake in planting the trees 
10 to If) feet apart. They plant eu- 
calyptus trees for windbreaks and 
rows of banana trees and date, palms 
border the orchards, giving the coun- 
try a very tropical appearance. 


At Jerusalem it was my pleasure 


to meet Professor Byerson of the de- 
partment of agriculture of onr state 
university, who has been here sev- 
eral months doing some citrus crop 
investigation and assisting the grow- 
ers in this new limi of horticulture 
lore. He inquired kindly about Louie

Jerusalem is a very old city! 


When Abraham returned from driv- 
ing the kings of the plains he met 
Melchizedek, king of Salem, tho 
priest of the most high God, and in 
the book of Judges we learn the 
name of the Holy City was Jebus, 
and the present name of Jerusalem 
was evolved from Jebusalem, for the 
sake of euphony. Its early history is 
one of war and conquest. It was 
captured by David and made capital 
of his kingdom. Under his reign 
and that of Solomon it became one 
of the mightiest and most magnifi- 
cent cities of the world, though de- 
stined to be such for a short time 
only. Indeed, so completely has it 
been destroyed at different times 
that historians claim that to find the 
floors of the first building you would 
have to excavate 125 feet. Just now 
while we are here, the- streets are 
filled with rocks and debris from the 
destruction of the earthquake of July 
of this year, which took a toll of 355 
lives. 


We arrived on Sunday morning 


and in the afternoon took a walk 
dowir David street with its dirty, 
smelly markets and very narrow, to 
the walls of King Solomon's tomple, 
on one side of which the Jews were 
doing their regular weekly "wail- 
ing," 
crying, kissing fervently the 


smooth rocks, as they have.done for 
centuries past. From the "-Wailing 
Wall," as it is called, we walked 
again through the crooked and nar- 
row streets to the Coptic church, sup- 
posed to be the site of Calvary, 
whore the crucifixion took place, and 
now having a building called the 
"Church of the Holy Sepulchre," on 
the site of an old temple to Veuus 
built by the Bomans 125 A. D. It is 
a veritable church, museum, there 
being over 30 snored sites within its 


Orccl;, Armenian, Seriaii and Copt 
nil hold religious services every Sun- 
day and Turkish guards itt the door 
hold tho key. It was a very impres- 
frivo and weird sight to watch these 
different 
reliijiouH 
orders 
conduct 


their services on the site of tho cru- 
cifixion. 


The next day we took a .motor 


trip to Bethlehem, the place of Na- 
tivity, where we could see the spot 
that marked the birth of our dear 
Lord, as we had the evening before 
seen the place of his crucifixion. 


We drove out through the Jaffa 


gate down the valley of Hinnon past 
the Hill of Evil Counsel and the 
plain of Ephriam, and we stopped to 
look at the wall of Magi, where the 
three wise men stopped to drink on 
their way to Bethlehem, and where 
they saw tho star reflected in the 
water of the well. We also passed 
the tomb of Bachel, a very interest- 
ing spot. 


Our first view of Bethlehem on 


the hillside was very inspirational. 
The little town with its houses very 
closely built together, has narrow 
streets. 
The women and children 


look much" cleaner and neater than 
they do in the rest of Palestine, and 
all seem to have souvenirs ready to 
sell the tourists. The site of the 
birth of Christ, as well as the man- 
ger, are marked by a big church 
building, the two spots marked by 
tawdry brass ornaments and devoid 
of any resemblance to a stable in 
which the good book tells us he was 
born. 


Bethlehem was the scene of the 


romance of Buth and the home life 
of David, as well as the birthplace 
of Joab, Asahel and Abishat, but 
its one preeminent importance is the 
place of the birtji of Jesus. It is a 
Christian town, there being only 200 
Moslems out of a population of 6000. 
In the afternoon we drovo out to the 
Garden of Gethsemane, where we 
saw the old olive trees that have 
grown on the spot for countless cen- 
turies. One of these trees is above 
ten feet in diameter and 38 feet in 
circumference. From Gethsamene we 
had a splendid view of the Golden 
Gate in tho old city wall. The part 
of Jerusalem inside the old city wall 
is only one-third of the area of Cen- 
tral park in New York city, so you 
can have some idea of how short dis-

We walk- 
ed all over it one day as -wo could 
not use the auto inside the walls ow- 
ing to the very narrow and crooked 
streets. But the camels and don- 
keys carried all the burden of the 
city and -we often had to step inside 
some shop to let heavily laden cam- 
els or donkeys get past. 


We motored to the Mount of Ol- 


ives, where a wonderful view of Jer- 
usalem and city was before us, with 
Bethlehem on the hill in the dis- 
tance. While there is some uncer- 
tainty about most of the sites in 
•Jerusalem, one is positively sure the 
beautiful mosque of Omar, or more 
properly 
named '' Dome 
of the 


tering on the outside w i t h 
richly 


colored marble and 
tiles, with a 


dome of perfect dimensions and ex- 
quisite proportions, the summit of 
the dome being 125 feet above the 
floor and a prominent part of the 
landscape of Jerusalem, and lends 
great dignity to the scene. 


The main feature of the interior 


is the rock itself, directly under the 
dome, marking the site of the great 
altar for burnt offerings. It is 57 
feet long and 43 feet wide, enclosed 
by an iron rail, and traces of the 
conduits cut in the rock to carry oil 
the blood can still be seen. Here are 
also the stables of King Solomon in 
which the ifnights Templar meet at 
times. Here it is claimed that Ma- 
sonry, was founded. 


We went to the quariies of King 


Solomon where the rock was quar- 
ried for the temple and walked far 
back into the tunnels and chambers. 
Here Masonic meetings are some- 
times held. We also saw the house 
of Pilate. Tho tower of David was 
just across from our hotel window. 
The famous street of Via Dolores just 
outside St. Stephen's gate leads to 
the Church of the Holy Sepulchre. 
The street of David and the Damas- 
cus road are 
the 
two principal 


streets. 


Modern Jerusalem is governed by 


a British high commissioner, Lord 
Palmer, who is doing much to im- 
prove conditions. Taxes have been 
reduced and many imposts removed. 
The revenue of $11,000,000 makes 
Palestine self-supporting. Education 
is being provided and a teacher is 
furnished free for any 'community 
providing a building. A teachers' 
training school for men and women 
has been established and fifteen hos- 
pitals are in operation. 


The country is generally very 


rough and hilly and the bedrock in 


vidcnce on the surface everywhere, 


hills and plains are covered with 


oose stone and rocks and the farms 
are all very small, with walls en- 
closing them, made from the rocks 
)icked up off the lands. Our very 
vorst rocky land anywhere in the 
vicinity of Covina, Azusa or Glen- 


to Dnmnscus, a city of over 400.000 
people. As we drove into the city 
we passed a regiment of Sengalese 
French troops, very black in orien- 
tal uniforms, lint very modern wea- 
pons and equipment. A nifty mili- 
tary band marched nt their head and 
played good military music,. They 
were leaving for foreign service anil- 
filled several trains of cars. 
The 


French troops had quite a battle 
with the natives here last year and 
only conquered the city after several 
buildings had been wrecked. 
The 


barb wire entanglements and the 
trenches are still intact. 


We are now leaving the Holy Land, 
although here we sec the gate and 
wall where Paul escaped tho fury 
of the Jews by being lowered from 
the wall in a basket. Our trip here 
has been most wonderfully impres- 
sive and we leave more firmly con- 
vinced that Palestine is truly the 
land of the Book, and that the Bible 
is the book of the land. 


I must not close without mention- 


ing the splendid work being done 
here by the American colony (we 
had tea there one evening and a de- 
lightful visit), and the Y. M. C. A. 
under Dr. Hart's leadership. 
He 


served us Arabian coffee the .morning 
we called and told iis of their won- 
derful work and plans for the new 
building on the 8% acre site of land 
just outside the Holy €ity.

lora would be line farming land 
over here. It does not seem possible 
that any farmer could make a living 
off these stone piles, yet thousands 
of them are doing so. They live in 
small villages and go out and till 
their small farms by day. Goats are 
very numerous, camels and donkeys 
doing the hauling. 
We have seen 


camels carrying heavy steel rails on 
their backs, two to each camel, huge 
blocks of building stone, cut ready 
for placing, big bags of cement am 
sand, as well as the varied product 
of the land. At 'Haifa and Jaffr 
there is some very good level lane 
with deep soil, and here we sa^\ 
some splendid farm 'crops, 


I learn from reliable information 


that on the whole the so-called Zion 
ist movement is not yet a proved 
success and that the Jews who are 
coming to Palestine are not of a 
type to make a progressive commun- 
ity.The people here dress just as they 
did in Christ's' time, with turbans 
and robes of all materials, from silks 
to cotton, and the Moslems and Mo- 
hammedans all wear the red fez. 
Some dress in European clothes, oth- 
ers in flowing robes. Their women 
nil wear heavy black veils over their 
faces when "they go out on the 
streets and, look very sombre and 
uncomfortable in the hot sun. The 
girls marry when they are twelve 
years old. 


We motored out to Jericho one 


day, stopping at the Disciples' well 
enroute and the Shepherds' inn on 
the road to the Dead sea. We all 
took a swim in the Dead sea, the 
waters of which are so salty we 
could not sink, and then took a 
clean bath in the River Jordan. We 
ate lunch in a shady grove on the 
banks of the Jordan, crossed the 
river in a row boat, a strong Sweed- 
ish girl in our party doing the row- 
ing very skillfully. We went to Jer- 
icho and had a cool drink from Eli- 
jah 's fountain, 
which hu-s flowed 


clear, pure water ever since it was 
turned from salt water to sweet in 
the Bible story. This spring flows a 
good stream, which is used to irri- 
gate nearby orchards of oranges, lem- 
ons and bananas. 


The Dead sea is 1.'500 feet below 


sea level and just as hot as our own 
Salton sea in July. Jerusalem is 
2700 feet above sea level, so in going 
to the Dead sea, about 35 miles), we 
descended just 4000 feet. This trip 
rounded out a very full day. Our 
next trip was to Nazareth, going 
over the same old rocky road that 
He and His disciples trod, and stay- 
ed over night at this little village. 
Saw Joseph's carpenter shop and 
Mary's home. Here next day we 
drove down to Tiberius on the Sea 
of Galilee, 082 feet below sea level, 
but very fresh, clean water. 


Here we had a little change in 


excitement. -Our hotel was a two- 
story stone; building and jifst below 
our windows, from which we were 
watching the films, a Pathe, of win- 
ter sports in Switzerland, the pro- 
jecting machine set fire to the iilm 
and in an instant a big blaze of 
flame swept up past our window. 
The operator gave a leap and es- 
caped in safety and we hastily shut 
our windows. They had no fire de- 
partment in this city of 10,000 peo- 
ple and tho police were as badly 
panic stricken as the audience, and 
pandemonium broke loose for about 
15 minutes, until the wooden box of 
a room for the projector fell over 
on the ground and was snon .smother- 
ed in du:t. 1 threw tho first, bucket 
of water on the liro from our window, 
but the pressure was .so low it took

able dnninge to citrus groves, aeeoid- 
Itifi to reports of growers. If thev 
continue to increase in numbers in 
the future as they have in the last 
few weeks it is thought likely that 
special control measures will have 
to be adopted. 


A dead grayish color of the leaves 


;'.iid fruit is said to lie one of the 
first notieeable indications of spider 
work. Later the leaves lose color ami 
drop if infestation is severe, and 
fruit fails to color properly. Scien- 
tists say that destruction of chlory- 
phyl, which gives the green color, is 
the cause of loss of vitality in the 
tree following spider infestation. So 
rapidly do spiders increase that ser- 
ious damage is often done before the 
grower is aware of the presence of 
any large number of the ycsts.

Principal Gives 


College Entry 


Requirements 


Admission to the xtniversitios nnd 


colleges from high schools has boon 
a subject of controversy since the 
cHtablishmcnt of those institutions. 
The universities nnd colleges of the 
Atlantic const require examinations 
on fifteen subjects for entrance. The 
inifldle-wostern 
schools 
departed 


from this system nnd formulated the 
plnn of examining the high .schools 
nnd placing them on nn approved 
list. 


These, examinations consist of in- 


spection of the quality of the teach- 
ers, the number of years in the high 
school course, the quality nnd quan- 
tity of equipment to do standard 
work, the library facilities, the dis- 
cipline, together with the general 
tone of the school to do good work. 
In nddition to this inspection, indi- 
vidual high schools' are rated nnd 
classified as to the standard of work 
done by students who have been sent 
to the university. 


The University of California and 


all other western universities have 
adopted this plnn. Formerly when 
the student-body at the university 
was small, all' graduates from an ap- 
proved high school were admitted; 
but in the last fifteen yenrs the uni- 
versities and colleges have attempted 
to cut down on the number of stu- 
dents admitted and are making a 
campaign to admit only students 
who have demonstrated in their high 
school work that they are superior 
scholars. Therefore, the universities 
have laid clown the regulations to the 
high schools not to send students to 
the universities unless they are capa- 
ble of making fifteen units of credit, 
with no grades less than two, and 
preferably all ones. 


Hundreds of boys and girls nre 


s.ent home every year from the Uni- 
versity of California because they 
cannot maintain the standard set by 
the university. 
The Covina union 


high school has had no student sent 
home from the University of Califor- 
nia on account of scholarship in the 
past nine years, because the regula- 
tions have been closely adhered to. 


Inspectors 'come each year from 


he University of California to the 
Covina union high school and check 
up on our faculty and equipment. A 
close check is made of our students 
who are attending the university. 


Rating of a high school may be 


classified in'two divisions; either the 
A or B division. Schools in the A 
division are of the highest standing. 
Schools in the B division lack some 
of the necessary qualifications anc 
indicate work done by students at 
the university. Often schools are re 
moved from the A division to the B 
division as a reprimand for sendinj 
poorly equipped students to the uni 
veisity. 
Covina union high school is now in 


the A division and has been for the 
past nine years. 


Private schools, such as Stanford 


university, University of Southern 
California, Mills college, University 
of the Pacific, Occidental, Pomona, 
Redlands, Whitticr, La Verne, all 
have their own entrance require- 
ments. Most of this list are admit- 
ting f-tudents who hnvp made twelve 
units of a grade of one's and two's, 
Some of the private schools will ad- 
mit pupils with lower grades on con- 
dition that the credits will be made 
up.All of the colleges and universities 
are tightening up on the admission 
requirements and are catering to only 
the students of the ability to make 
the higher grades because of the 
great increase of college attendance. 


This has given a great stimulus to 


the junior college movement for the 
purpose of taking care of the student 
who has not met the university re- 
quirements. 
• 


There has been an erroneous un- 


derstanding about the -privilege of a 
high school principal recommending 
a student to the university. The 
principal has no power or .privilege 
to recommend a student to the uni- 
versity. The student has to earn his 
admission to the university by the 
quality of work he does in the high 
school. 


If a parent lias hopes of his daugh- 


ter or son attending a college or the 
university, ho should keep in touch 
with the-principal or the faculty for 
consultation as to the ability and 
progress of the student, so that 
greater cooperation may be had to 
fit the student to meet the require- 
ments of the desired institution.
